Commission provides one-quarter pay for the first day 
of an illness After that, it provides full pay for each 
sick day up to a m axim um of 12 per year. 
The 25 per cent provision for the first sick day was 
one of the m ost hotly contested issues in the long strike. 
The nurses originally bargained not to be docked for 
their first day off the job. 
The nurses also won a seven per cent pay raise for 
each of the two years in the contract. It also contained a 
clause prohibiting reprisal against striking nurses.

an am usem ent park, slathered 
with 
red 
fluorescent 
paint, 
giving 
cheap 
thrills 
to 
the 
im pressionable 
Before 
that 
he 
had 
been 
collateral on a bad debt, a 
c a rn iv a l a ttra c tio n , a fake 
Egyptian mummy and ~~ in life 
— the scourge of the railroads 
in Oklahoma and Kansas at the 
turn of the century. 
For the past five years he 
was presum ed to be a dummy 
and dangled in the “ Laugh in 
the D ark F u n h o u se” at the 
Ixmg Beach Pike, blinking on 
and off in flashes of ultraviolet 
light, 
Only when the “Six Million 
Dollar M an” film crew bor­ 
rowed the fun house for a set 
this week was it discovered 
that the “ dum m y” had once 
t>een 
alive 
As 
a 
crewman 
adjusted it, an arm fell off. 
Coroners found a 32-20 bullet 
in the corpse’s chest, and so 
began 
the 
search 
for 
the 
identity of the body, purchased 
from a defunct wax museum 
which displayed it as a 5,000 
year-old “m um m y.” 
Friedm an, president of Enter 
tainm ent Ventures, Inc., form er 
owner 
of 
McCurdy’s 
body, 
identified it Friday. 
M cCurdy’s end was told in 
the Oklahoma City Oklahoman 
of Oct. 8, 1911, in a story from 


Paw huska, Okla., 
under the 
headline 
"Bandit 
Slain 
in 
I>esperate Fight.” 
McCurdy had been practicing 
his trade — train robber — in 
Oklahoma and Kansas and had 
vowed 
"never 
to 
be 
taken 
alive.” 
He kept his prom ise when 
bloodhounds led three sheriff’s 
deyuties to his hideout, and was 
gunned down after "a desper­ 
ate rifle battle,” the newspaper 
said. 
As was not uncommon at the 


tim e, the sheriff sold the body 
of the famous outlaw to a 
carnival sideshow for exhibit. 
Friedm an said Louis Sonney, 
the founder of his firm , "loaned 
the old carnic who had the body 
$500 and got E lm er as security 
on the loan. The carnie never 
paid him back.”

found at depths of 14,000 to 
16.000 feet beneath New Or­ 
leans, La., and Corpus Christi 
and Houston, Tex. Pittsburgh’s 
tem peratures were sim ilar at 
12.000 to 14,OOO feet. 
The government agency is 
publishing two new m aps which 
show tem peratures at various 
depths, based on m easurem ehts 
m ade from more than 30,000 
wells drilled for oil, gas and 
w ater across the country.

Several weeks ago, the column did research on law, as most of 
us seem not to understand our rights We only know that if we 
are arrested for a serious offense, we have the privilege of 
dodging behind the 5th amendm ent and saying nothing. The 
accused also has the privilege of making one telephone call 
requesting a lawyer. 
According to City Judge Paul Barada, the law clearly defines 
the difference between a felony and misdemeanor 
A felony is any crim e for which you can be imprisoned for 
more than six months and fined $1,000 or more. A misdemeanor 
entails 30 days up to six months in jail 
Judge Barada also explained that a pauper attorney can be 
chosen from the county. He says that the selection of a pauper 
attorney depends not on the worth of the accused or the crime 
The judge m akes the decision and considers whether the ac­ 
cused owns property. How much money has he iii the bank? How 
many does he support? It was recently reported t Fiat a Rushville 
man making $100 a week asked for and received a pauper a t­ 
torney, but the judge granted this after the above was taken into 
consideration. 
When the police apprehends a subject in the act of theft, for 
example, he is jailed, then appears before the judge This is 
called an arraignm ent The subject is informed of his c^n 
stitutional rights and can plead guilty or not guilty 
Several recent stories in the news have focused attention on 
CRIME and the criminal. Is the man in Salt Lake City who 
demands death by a firing squad serious or just a show off 
seeking publicity7 
What is the future for a hardened criminal? This month's 
issue of R eader's Digest reviews the case of HO-74-2092 of a 
certain Charles Reavis who m urdered Sam Littlefield, a man 
who just happened to see a robbery Reavis pled not guilty and 
was released Even Reavis could not understand that' He had 
been operating under several names for 14 years and had a 
record of violent crim es Reavis has been arrested 27 times but 
had spent less than five years in jail 
When diligent work by three policemen, tw o in the homicide 
squad in addition to the help of an assistant U.S. attorney, the 
Littlefield crim e was finally narrowed dow n to Reavis He could 
not appear, as he was on trial in Boston for holding up a bank 
In this year of the bicentennial - 1976 death by crim e accounts 
for well over ten times the num ber of United States war dead 
during the last three years of the Vietnam conflict 
Thus, is crim e a sickness? Is it a public debt to support 
criminals for life without rehabilitation? Do they not in turn, 
have a debt to pay society for tweaking laws made (or our 
protection7 Are constitutional rights becoming those of the 
guilty or innocent?” 
A judge looks at this from a legal view But w hat is your view?

Confusion 


There seem s to be more confusion than ever now 
concerning what is taking place at the Rushville Fire 
Station, and what is expected to take place. The basic 
facis are simple: The Rushville firemen filed a list of 
grievances with the Board of Public Works con­ 
cerning Fire Chief Dayton Springman; the Board Of 
Public 
Works 
listed 
recommendations 
for 
the 
firemen; two radio operators at the station were fired 
in what was explained as “ Budget cuts,” and the local 
firefighters union filed 
more grievances; 
these 
grievances were met with further recommendations 
by the Board Of Public Works. 
The Board Of Public Works, in the past, has not 
recognized the local firefighter's union, and chose not 
to do so in their list of recommendations of Saturday 
past. 
They reiterated the fact that Springman was the 
chief of the department, and the rest is known. 
The list of grievances against Springman in the 
beginning were heard by the Board Of Public Works, 
and acted upon. Springman reportedly denied all of 
the charges placed against him by the fireman ex­ 
cluding one. He reportedly admitted to using the fire 
department telephone for personal long-distance 
calls. The other charges, lack of respect for his men, 
lack of leadership, personal use of the department 
car, and others, were apparently dismissed by the 
board, and the recommendations made by that board 
following the informal session were agreed upon by 
Springman and the board. In a later announcement, 
the board said Springman had promised to abide by 
those rules and recommendations. And that wa* that 
No other disciplinary action was taken. 
There is, however, still an 
investigation to be 
made on the telephone charges. Although Springman 
reportedly admitted making those calls, the board is 
still looking into the matter, and disciplinary action is 
expected as soon as that investigation is complete. 
So, the matter has not yet been completed, from the 
board’s view as well as the firefighter’s union view. It 
is anticipated that legal action by the firefighters is 
forthcoming, and whether the Board Of Public Works 
recognizes that organization or not, the matter will 
apparently be settled in court. 
When the courts finally get the matter at hand, 
there will be more than wrist-slapping and name­ 
calling There will be action. And the matter will be 
settled.

"I 
remember looking through the crowd to see 
him and I finally followed the cigarette 
smoke down to the cigarette holder and that 
massive head ”

Johnson

president, she worked for him. In the White 
House, she was Lady Bird’s press secretary. 
When the Johnsons left, she became a vice 
president of a

She championed women’s rights, raised a 
daughter, now a Washington lawyer, and a 
son, now a Texas newspaperman, wrote a 
book, and loved all Demccrats. 
Along the way, she made friends 
Some of them gathered to see her off this 
week They filled Ford’s Theater. Liz made 
a speech 
On the bottom of her notes, she wrote, 
“Smile." 
She didn’t want to cry, so she told jokes. 
"I’m ready to head for the hills,” she said 
"This is a sentimental town but it is also 


an expedient town When I first said I was 
going to leave, everybody acted as though 
the Washington Monument would crumble.

Foreign New s Commentary 
More New Faces

MOSCOW 
<UPI> 
Moscow’s 
aging 
leadership finds itself these days in the 
unusual and uncomfortable 
position of 
having new faces occupying high places in 
both Washington and Peking, its two main 
rivals. 
Communist party General S e c r e t a r y 
Leonid I Brezhnev, who put great stock in 
his personal relations with Presidents Ford 
and Nixon, stands bracketed by Jimmy 
Carter and Hua Xuo-feng, neither of whom 
he has ever met and about whom he seems 
to know virtually nothing 
Faced with this situation, the 69-year-old 
Brezhnev apparently felt the necessity to 
demonstrate 
his 
personal 
vigor 
a n d 
unquestioned supremacy m the Kremlin for 
the benefit of those two distant unknowns, 
especially Carter, with whom he will have to 
deal shortly on such delicate subjects as 
Africa, the Middle East and strategic arms 
limitation 
At the same time, Brezhnev wants to set 
his own house — meaning the nations of 
Eastern Europe - in order, in preparation 
for the difficult, uncharted months ahead 
Taken in this context, the Soviet leader’s 
recent flurry of personalized diplomacy, 
including visits last month to Yugoslavia 
and Romania and a Warsaw Pact summit, is 
not difficult to understand 
Yugoslavia was a logical first slop For 
nearly 30 years Belgrade has served as a 
center of nonconformist Communist thought 
and opposition to the view that Moscow 
should dominate world communism 
While 
Brezhnev 
came 
away 
without 
having made any significant alterations in 
the tenuous link between the two countries, 
he did have the opportunity to embrace 
President Tito for the benefit of news 
photographers and utter warm assurances 
that the Soviet Union really has no intention 
of taking over Yugoslavia once Tito has left 
the scene 
More difficult is Romania Brezhnev was 
making his first visit there after years of 
differences 
provoked 
by 
that 
nation’s 
independent 
foreign 
policy 
line 
Now, 


apparently 
faced 
with 
a 
deteriorating 
economic situation that requires aid from 
Moscow, the Romanians appear to be- 
leanmg back a bit more towards the fold an- 
d Brezhnev went to Bucharest to put a seal 
on that trend. 
But perhaps most crucial was the Warsaw 
Pact summit that took place in Bucharest 
immediately after the end of the Brezhnev 
state visit there. It was the first formal 
gathering of the pact’s leaders since April, 
1974, and the international landscape has 
changed considerably since then 
All Moscow's East European allies have 
been hurt severely by the recession in the 
West and the failure of East-West trade to 
expand as rapidly as had been expected 
In Poland, rioting broke out last summer 
when the government tried to introduce 
price increases. Irater Warsaw was forced to 
announce it would divert vast sums of 
money to consumer goods in the next five 
years 
to 
keep 
the 
people 
happy. 
East Germany, too, has had its economic 
problems along with religious differences 
and discontent among the so-called "middle 
class " 


Brezhnev, whose own country has an 
estimated $10 billion debt to the West, could 
hardly be expected lo hand out aid like 
Santa Claus to meet all tits allies’ wishes 
But reportedly he was able to use his 
economic stick such as by promising more 
oil for Romania in return for a less errant 
foreign 
policy 
Still, 
the 
Soviet 
side 
apparently did not feel increased economic 
assistance alone could bring more cohesion 
to East Europe and it seems unlikely they 
would be interested in using brute force as 
iii Czechoslovakia in 1968 to ensure that all 
pact countries toe the line 
So the Kremlin fell back on one of its 
favorite themes, that of closer integration of 
the allies. 
Specifically at the Bucharest summit it 
was decided to form a p e r m a n e n t 
committee of 
the 
alliance’s 
f o r e i g n 
ministers to coordinate foreign policy under 
Moscow’s watchful eye. 


Americans are pushovers for substitutes. 
We quickly lose sight of and forget the 
genuine article when we get distracted by so 
many superficial pretties, 
Unfortunately, this tendency is carried over 
into great spiritual truths. Take Christmas 
for instance. How distorted is the Bible story 
of that first Christmas so long ago! When you 
go back and read Matthew or Luke and allow 
the sacred record to melt away some of the 
fantasy we have allowed today, you get 
something of the error we are caught in. 
We are preoccupied with how many 
shopping days there are left until Christmas. 
or our "plans” for the holiday, or whether 
there is enough money in our account to buy 
the presents. 
I wonder at this new generation’s reluc-

tance to revolt against ( hristmas substitutes. 
They revolt against everything else that 
seems phony 


It seems to me that it is time to go back to 
Bethlehem for a realistic evaluation of the 
Christmas story. Even if it was two thousand 
years ago, the true meaning hasn’t changed. 
In the next ten days we will try and do just 
this. We ll visit shepherds and kings, mer­ 
chants and peasants, the wise and the com­ 
mon, to see if we might be missing something 
very important in “the greatest story ever 
todld.” Our imagination will not have to run 
too wide, for Saint Matthew and Doctor have 
it nailed down pretty well. And if they missed 
anything, the prophets before them and the 
apostles after them are able to fill in the gaps. 


Indian Captive

Even before the American Revolution was 
over intrepid white families were crossing 
Alleghenies and staking out claims in the 
wilderness. In 1780, soon after the Ash family 
had settled at Bardstown, Kentucky, the 
Shawnee swept down in one of their annual 
raids and carried off ten year old George Ash 
and his three year old sister. At first the sister 
was carried along by the war party, but she 
cried too much and was killed. 
George, however, was a sturdy lad and did 
not complain or cause trouble so he was 
adopted into the tribe and taken to live on the 
Big Miami just above present day Dayton. 
George Rogers Clark and his men burned that 
town in 1782 and the Shawnee moved to the 
site of present day Fort Wayne. After Clark’s 
victories the frontiersmen grew bolder and 
began to push into the rich valleys of Ohio. 
The Indians, seeing their favorite hunting 
grounds slipping away as Kentucky had 
already slipped away, stepped up their 
marauding expeditions. The British aided and 
abetted them with supplies and ammunition. 
hoping to keep the Americans out of the 
heartland where they would interfere with the 
lucrative fur trade the British had built up 
over the years. 
In 1790 George Washington sent out an 
expedition under G eneral 
Ilarm ar to 
demolish the Indians. All was going well until 
the soldiers reached the village where George 
Ash was living Here they destroyed the 
Indian huts and burned the fields of ripening 
corn. Under the leadership of Little Turtle the 
Indians rallied and attacked H arm ar’s army. 
The fighting was fleece and Harmar's ill 
trained Jrqpp* nuiddle<Hnto a swamp. Mired 
1 in the A a ttp th e men listened to the Indians 
dancing and singing over the dismembered 
bodies of the fallen. When the Indians at­ 
tacked again the next day the demoralized 
troops fled. 
Their village destroyed the Indians George 
Ash among them, moved to a neighboring 
village on the Auglaize River From this place 
they 
raided 
more 
boldly 
than 
before. 
Washington sent out a second expedition 
under General St Clair St. Clair was old and 
broken in health Though he had fought in the 
Revolution he was not a great leader and his 
troops were scum gathered from prisons and 
slums. Pay was but $2 a month Discontent 
and disobedience were common Desertions 
mounted and St Clair was not equipped to 
copt* with such insubordination. As a result 
his unmanagable rabble were literally but­ 
chered by the Indians In his account of the 
affair, George Ash said that HOU Americans 
were slaughtered while the Indians fighting 
under Blue Jacket lost only 35 men Ash was 
wounded in the back of the neck during the 
battle Later he found he had been fighting 
against his own brother who somehow 
managed to escape 
Historians say the 
number killed would have been much higher 
if the indians had not stopped to plunder the 
supply trains and pick up the equipment the 
fleeing men threw away in their haste to 
escape Describing the scene on the day after 
the battle one eyewitness reported, "In the 
morning frost, scalped heads looked like 
pumpkins in a cornfield in December." 
Next Washington sent out Mad Anthony 
Wayne Wayne’s 4,000 recruits were no better 
than those given to Harmar and St. Clair, but 
Wayne was a leader of a different stature. All 
winter he drilled his men unmercifully, kept 
them away from town, and discouraged any 
disobedience 
with 
harsh 
disciplinary 
measures By spring he had the best force 
possible. Summer found them moving nor­ 
thward 
Rumors had come to the Indian 


leaders that these men were different and 
Chief Little Tuttle cautioned the Indians 
against resistance, pointing out that it was 
difficult to defeat the same enemy three times 
running. Sure that they were invincible, the 
Indians called Little Turtle a coward and met 
Wayne in the battle of Fallen Timbers. 
The whole engagement lasted less than an 
hour and only about one-third of Wayne's men 
actually took any part in it. The Indians 
scattered and fled to the nearby British Fort 
Miami believing the English would help them. 
Aware of the gravity of the situation the 
British commander refused to open the gates 
or aid the Indians in any way Wayne m ar­ 
ched up to the forti exchanged insults with the 
commander for several days, but could not 
provoke him into a fight Then he marched his 
victorious troops back to Fort Greenville to 
spend the winter. 
In the spring the starving and subdued 
Indian chieftains came to Greenville to sue 
for peace. Here the council fire was kindled 
on the sixteenth of June and the treaty was 
finally signed on the third of August. George 
Ash came with the others and danced in the 
firelight, gambled with the soldiers, ran and 
jumped in contests of strength with the whites 
and raced his pony as well as listening to the 
speeches and haggling over tenns of peace 
It cost the US government IO cents a day to 
feed each Indian present on the royal diet of 
army beans, cornbread and molasses with a 
ration of whiskey thrown in now and then. 
When the treaty, which covered two sheets 
of paper as big as a cabin door, was finally 
signed by 80 chiefs and by Wayne along with 
25 of hisgUaff members the council fire was 
allowed to die and the Indians went 
their diminished lands Ash decided lit to 
return with them I leaving his Indian wife She 
Bear he went to seek out his white family in 
Kentucky. He found his father had grown 
wealthy, in hts words, "possessing negroes 
and fine houses in abundance. But my mother 
was dead, and my father had married a 
second wife who was not backward in letting 
me know there was no place for me I started 
again for the Indian country and pitched my 
camp where my house now stands " This was 
in Jefferson County, just across the Ohio from 
the mouth of the Kentucky River where the 
village of Lamb now stands 


In 1791 Ash accompanied a group of about 
20 persons, including Chief Little Turtle and 
his white son-in law William Wells, on a trip 
to Philadelphia to "see their great Father, the 
President." It is thought that Ash acted as an 
interpreter for the Shawnee in the group. As 
compensation 
for 
the 
trip 
the 
Indians 
awarded Ash the tract of land where his camp 
stood bul they forgot to mention this when 
they ceded the surrounding territory to the 
whites Ash was forced to buy as much of the 
land as he could at the government's price 
He succeeded in purchasing about 200 acres 
on which he built a brick house for his new 
white wife, Hanna Coombs 


Visitors said the house was the only con­ 
cession 
to civilization 
Hanna 
got 
Ash 
refused to have white men s furniture and 
lived much as he had in the forest. Though he 
joined the Methodist church and wore white 
m ens clothing, he retained his 
Indian 
jew elry, including earrings and nose ring In 
1809 he was granted a license to run a ferry 
across the Ohio and hts descender)ts kept it in 
the family for 125 years The ferry is gone 
now, victim to modern day bridges and high 
ways, but the brick house still stands and one 
can imagine it as it was when first built, 
standing in a beech grove with the tents of 
visiting Indian friends clustered about it.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Be­ 
tween 8 and 12 per cent of the 
hogs going to m arket this year 
have carried illegal residues of 
sulfa drugs, 
Agriculture De­ 
partm ent officials say 
Spokesmen said the residue 
levels which have been found in 
pork liver and kidneys are too 
sm all 
to be 
a 
threat 
to 
consum er 
health 
But 
they 
issued 
a 
formal 
statem ent 
urging hog producers to follow 
federal 
regulations 
requiring 
withdrawal 
of 
drugs 
and 
m edicated feeds from hogs at 
specified 
periods 
before 
slaughter 
The statem ent, issued by the 
departm ent's Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service late 
W ednesday, said about IO per 
cent of the hogs sam pled under 
the agency's residue monitoring 
program ‘ contained sulfa resi­ 
due violations in low amounts " 
Sulfa drugs are used widely 
by 
hog 
farm ers 
as 
growth 
prom otants and to treat some 
swine diseases 
Under 
federal 
regulations, 
residues of up to one tenth of 
one part per million of sulfa 
drugs are perm itted in hogs. 
One official said residues in 
som e cases had been found up 


to five parts per million 
But 
Dr Harry C. Mussman, associ­ 
ate APHIS adm inistrator, said 
most cases were only fraction­ 
ally above the legal limit and 
would be found only in pork 
livers and kidneys. 
It would be "m ost unlikely” 
to 
find 
residues 
in 
roasts, 
hams, bacon and other cuts, he 
said. 
M ussman, in an interview, 
said 
the 
"tolerance" ceiling 
was based on amounts which 
rem ain in hogs when official 
drug 
use 
regulations 
are 
followed 
not 
on 
possible 
toxicity. The residues, he said, 
were too sm all to be toxic to 
humans. 
E arlier departm ent quarterly 
reports on residue monitoring 
tad 
glossed 
over 
the 
high 
violation rate by reporting the 
num ber of sulfa violations but 
lumping the num ber of hogs 
tested into a larger num ber of 
all anim als tested for a wide 
range of residues 
Without the breakdown, there 
was no indication in previously 
published 
figures 
that 
sulfa 
violations were found in 9 7 per 
cent of hogs tested in 1974, 11 6 
per cent in 1975, and IO 6 per 
cent, 11.1 per cent and 7.5 per 


cent in the first three quarters

The nine-month 
1976 totals 
showed 89 violations 
in 911 
sam ples for a violation rate of

intelligence that teeters on the 
brink

pretension

Falconer is known to a few, 
perhaps, as poet Rod Taylor, a 
published 
author 
who 
drew 
rave 
reviews 
for 
his 
first 
collection about four years ago. 
But clearly he has done some 
thinking about the poet’s media 
since then — and decided that 
in the last quarter of the 20th 
century, vinyl may be a m ore 
fruitful m eans of m ass com ­ 
m unication than paper. 
"New N ation” is riddled with 
flaws, but brilliant in spite of 
them ; brilliant, in fact, because

Falconer is clearly influenced

It gives 
Falconer a chance to stretch 
out his gentle, raspy voice — a 
welcome break since most of 
the DP is more down-tempo, 
big-production stuff.

In South Georgia 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Poor 
children in the South often are 
denied necessary medical care 
because of "bureaucratic and 
political resistance” to a 1967 
child 
health 
care 
law, 
the 
Atlanta-based Southern Region­ 
al Council charged today. 
"But we suspect that the 
deficiencies in this program are 
not uniquely Southern,” said 
Peter Petkas, executive direc­ 
tor of the privately financed 
council. 


Other private and Congres­ 
sional studies 
have 
reached 
sim ilar conclusions. A House 
investigations subcom m ittee re­ 
cently charged that Medicaid 
m ism anagem ent 
causes 
the 
crippling and death of thou­ 
sands of poor children national­ 
ly, a charge vigorously denied 
by 
the 
governm ent’s 
chief 
w elfare adm inistrator. 


The council report said one 
difficulty 
with 
the 
Medicaid 
E arly and Periodic Screening, 
Diagnosis and Treatm ent pro­ 
gram in the South is a lack of 
doctors and other health care 
workers willing to treat needy 


Medicaid patients. Another is a 
lack of transportation for poor 
people to medical services. 


Council investigators said it 
was 
"comm on practice” for 
doctors to refuse to participate 
in the federal-state Medicaid 
program 
in 
Mobile, 
Ala.; 
Raleigh. N C.; Jackson, Miss.; 
and New Orleans. 
Doctors blamed low 
reim ­ 
bursem ent rates for Medicaid 
patients, Medicaid paperwork, 
and lengthy delays in receiving 
payment. 


In Birmingham and Mobile, 
Ala.; 
Jackson, 
Miss.; 
and 
Norfolk, Va., the report said, 
there was 
no 
provision 
for 
transportation of children to 
health screening and treatm ent 
facilities.

council 
in v estig a ted 
medical services provided to 
poor children in 23 Southern 
com m unities under M edicaid’s 
EPSDT program . The 1967 law 
requires 
states 
to 
provide 
routine 
health 
exam inations 
and treatm ent when necessary 
to needy children up to age 21.

UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
Whether they admit it or not, 
Christmas is a holiday for just 
about 
all 
United 
Nations 
diplomats. 
Most 
of 
them, 
Christians and non-Christians, 
admit it. 
About December 25, the U.N. 
will close its doors for two days 
after three months of gruelling 
debates, verbal confrontations 
and 
pressurized 
diplomatic 
dickering on world affairs in 
the General Assembly. 
Usually the Assembly ad­ 
journs 
its 
regular 
session 
between Dec. 15-2b, and di­ 
plomats scatter to relax, no 
matter how and where. This 
year the official closing date is 
Dec. 21. Already half way in 
the session, diplomats were 
worn out, because they had to 
attend more Security Council 
sessions 
than 
ever 
before 
during 
the 
summer. 
These 
sessions were followed by the 
complicated Conference on the 
Law of the Sea from Aug. 2 
right up to the time when the 
assembly convened on Sept. 21. 
‘‘We have had hardly a day 
off this year, and any holiday is 
welcome,’’ says the delegate 
from a Moslem country. ‘‘On 
Christmas most of us depart for 
resort areas." 
How do other non-Christian 
diplomats celebrate or ignore 
Christmas? 
A 
few 
U. 
N. 
missions keep their offices open 
for business as usual on Dec. 
25, for state reasons or other, 
among them the Russians, the 
Chinese and the Israelis. They 
celebrate New Year's a bigger 
way. 
‘‘We go to Christmas parties 
if invited,” said an 
Israeli 
diplomat Some Jews celebrate 
Sylvester Day, Dec. 31, and 
New Year’s Day. For Jews it is

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Artifical Trees 
Can Burn 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Most 
shoppers don’t have to be told 
how to buy a real Christmas 
tree. Everyone seems to know 
what he wants and can tell if 
the tree is fresh enough. 
Freshness is no problem with 
artificial trees, but they can 
present fire safety problem s 
anyway. 
A spokesman for Underwrit­ 
ers 
Laboratories, 
Inc. 
says 
some plastic trees can “burn 
with extreme vigor.” 
The safety organization has 
tested and approved the use of 
its UL label on artificial trees 
that are less likely to be fire 
hazards. 
Approved 
Christmas 
tree 
lights also bear the UL label. 
The 
trees 
are 
tested 
by 
setting fire to torn up newspa­ 
pers placed beneath them to 
simulate what would happen if 
a Christmas present caught 
fire The label is used if the 
tree does not burn or, if it does 
catch 
fire, 
it 
represents 
a 
controllable hazard The testing 
is 
done 
under 
laboratory 
conditions, 
of 
course, 
and 
should not be attempted in the 
home. 


If you choose a real tree, a 
U.S. Forest Service expert has 
these tips for keeping it fresh: 
Cut two to three inches off 
the bottom of the trunk before 
putting it in water. A straight 
cut does the least damage to 
the tree, the forester said, but 
allows less water to be taken 
in. An angled cut lets more 
water 
in, 
but causes some 
trauma for the tree The expert 
said he prefers the straight cut. 
To keep the tree fresh, he 
recommends this formula: 
To one quart of water add 
one-half cup of corn syrup or 
sugar and one teaspoon of 
either boric acid or baking 
soda. Place the mixture iii the 
w ater holder tree base and 
replenish as necessary. 
He 
said 
no 
w ater-based 
fireproofing formulas have been 
found safe after extensive tests. 
The best safeguard, he said, is 
use of the sugar-water formula 
to retain freshness and inspec­ 
tion of light strings to make 
sure 
they 
have 
no 
loose 
connections or frayed wires.

— particularly when the seller 
and his reputation are unknown 
— should cause the prospective 
buyer to beware and seek the 
opinion of a physician before 
purchasing such products,” a 
spokesman said.

Lab Works To Keep Toys Safe 


HONG 
KO N G 
(U P I) 
— 
There’s a place in Hong Kong 
that wreaks havoc on toys in an 
attempt to keep them safe for 
children throughout the world. 
The 
Hong 
Kong Standards 
and 
Testing 
Center 
crushes, 
burns, 
bites, 
stretches 
and 
twists toys. Any teddy bear or 
toy car that fails to stand up to 
these tortures is returned to the 
m anufacturer. 
The significance of the testing 
center is reflected in the fact 
that Hong Kong is the w orld’s 
largest 
exporter 
of 
toys, 
a 
position 
it 
took 
over 
from 
Japan in 1972. 
“ We do about 400 tests on 
toys every d ay,” said director 
Cecil Chan. “ Items submitted 
go through a program of safety 
testing designed to make sure 
they are fit for export to the 
countries hewing to the Federal 
Hazardous Substance Act regu­ 
lations.” 


The 
center 
serves 
as 
a 
nonprofit 
independent 
testing 
agent for the Toy Manufactur­ 
ers of Am erica trade asssocia- 
tion. 
U n d e rw rite rs ’ 
Laboratories, Inc., the Canadi­ 
an Standards Association, the 
British Standards Association 
and other organizations, Chan 
said. 


The testing is entirely volun­ 
tary, he said. “ It is a relatively 
cheap and valuable service to 
overseas 
buyers 
and 
local 
manufacturers alike. 


"H aving 
toys 
tested 
here 
would also show that the buyer 
has tried to ensure safety in the 
"vs imported; it is a kind of 
legal safeguard against prose­ 
cution," he said. 


Hong 
Kong 
has 
been 
the 
United States’ largest foreign 
toy supplier since 1971 
More 
than $144 million worth of toys 
were sent to the U.S. in the 
first eight months this year. 
A local m anufacturer with an 
order from the U.S. will send 
six to 12 samples of a shipment 
to the center. 
Sometimes 
a 
buyer asks the center to select 
the samples to ensure objec­ 
tivity. They then are tested for 
toxic 
substances, 
irrita n ts , 
sharp points and edges. 
Noise-making toys such 
as 
toy 
guns 
are 
tested 
for 
acceptable 
noise level. 
Toys 
m ade of v o la tile , fla m m a b le 
m aterial are tested to deter­ 
mine their flashpoint. 
Almost all toys have to go 
through impact, bite, flexure, 
torque, tension and com pres­ 
sion 
tests. 
The 
center 
has 
$700,(KH) worth of instruments 
for this purpose. Chan said. 
An individual test costs from 
$3 to $30. The cost of putting a 
toy through all tests would be 
about $100. 
A product that passes a ll 
required tests is given a quality 
certificate. 
“ If it fails," Chan said, “ we 
offer free consultant service to 
the m anufacturers to tell them 
what they have to do to make 
their products meet the stan­ 
dards.” 
“ In some cases, it is a m atter 
of remolding one part of the toy 
or improving the m aterial used. 
Sometimes this can be done 
within 
24 
hours,” 
he 
said. 
“ Plastic 
toys, 
for 
example, 


should not have sharp edges 
even when broken. And they 
won’t have sharp edges if the 


manufacturer watches the qual­ 
ity of the plastic carefully.” 
Chan 
said 
the 
greatest 
problem the center must cope 
with consists of varying sets of 
standards 
from 
country 
to 


country. 
“ Through 
the 
International 
Committee on the Toy Industry, 


of 
which 
the 
Hong 
Kong 
Standards and Testing Center is 


a member, we are trying to 


come up with a harmonized 
in te rn a tio n a l 
standard 
for 
toys," he said. 


That way, toys acceptable to 
one 
country 
would 
also 
be 
acceptable to another, he said.

Even in our age of electric 
lights and alum inum trees, the 
m o st a p p e a lin g C h ristm a s 
cards continue to reflect the 
holiday celebrations of earlier 
day s. T in s e l-d ra p e d

horse-draw n sleighs, Yuletide 
greens, frag ran t candles and

Some of the g reatest 
pieces of religious art were 
Produced in this period, 
aintings of the Madonna 
were fewer after the 1600’s, 
but the really im portant 
paintings were produced be­ 
fore then. 
Fia Filippo Lippi repre­ 
sented a sentimental trend 
in painting of the Renais­ 
sance. His “Madonna Ador­ 
ing the Child’’ includes a 
deep forest background in 
his painting that shows the 
youthful mother kneeling 
before the Child There is 
a feeling of light and deli­ 
cacy in his stirring work 
Madonna and Child En­ 
throned.” 
Som e of th e g reatest 
paintings of the Madonna 
were done by Raphael in the 
late Renaissance. In his 
short but brilliant life, he 
did many paintings much 
admired by those who paint­ 
ed after nim. Though his 
drawing was based on the 
study of models, his Saints 
and Madonnas are idealized 
representations. Among his 
M adonna paintings are 
“The 
M adonna of The 


Chair,” “The Alba Madon­ 
na,” “Madonna in the Mead­ 
ow,” and his “Sistlne Ma­ 
donna.” originally painted 
as an altar-piece for the 
Church of San Sisto. This 
masterpiece shows the Vir­ 
gin Mary supported on 
clouds with the infant Jesus 
in her arms. Pope Sixtus II 
kneels in prayer on one side, 
Saint Barbara on the other. 
His “Niccolini-Cowper Ma­ 
donna” shown above, hangs 


in the National Gallery in 


Washington. D C. 
Special mention goes to 
Andrea del Sarto, called the 
"perfect painter” by Floren­ 
tines of the High Renais­ 
sance. He produced master­ 
pieces like “The Holy Fam­ 
ily," extremely satisfying 
and popular works of art. 
One of the greatest paint­ 
ers of all time. Titian, a 


leading painter of the Vene­ 
tian school, affirmed his Joy 
of life in his ‘'Assumption of 
the Virgin.” 
Giovanni Bellini. Gior­ 
gione, Alesso Baldovlnettl, 
are among the many paint­ 
ers of the Madonna. 
The Madonna and Child 
has been and will continue 
to be an inspiration to all
